ine. They are not his great territories 
which make him ſo powerfull , and fo 
troubleſome to all Chriſtendome. For 
it is very well knovvne, that Spaine it ſelfe 
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is but weake in men, and barren of na- 


turall Commodities. As for his other 
Territories, they lye divided and aſunder, 
which is a weakneſlc in its ſelfez beſides, 
they are held by force and maintained at 
an extraordinary charge. Inlomuch, as 
although he be a great King, yet is helike 
that great Gyant, who was ſaid to have 
100 hands, but he had 50 bellies to feed, 
ſo that ratably, hee had no morehands 
then ahother man. * = „ Gd 
No. Sit, they are his Mines in the e 
Indies; Which miniſter ſuell to feed his 
valt ambitious 'dofirg of aniverſall Mo- 
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chyꝛlt is the money lie hach fromtheace, 

which makes him able to levy, and pay: 

| ſouldicrs in all places; and to keepe an 
army continually on foot, ready to in; 

vade and endanger his Neighbours, 

So that we have no other way, but to 

endeavour to cut him up at roor, and 

ſceketo impeach, or to ſupplant him in 

theiWeſt Indies. By part of which courſe, 


that famous Queene of moſt prom 
memory, had heretofore almoſt t 
him on his knees. And this eur underta-+ 


king (it it pleaſe God to bleſſe it) muſt 
needs effect it ſooner and quicker: the 
a whole body of the Kingdome bein 
| united and concurring in a — 
| 5.0 ns action, fo that he wil have
